its aspects, this deadlock is one of the 
most notable in the records of the 
Senate. 

e Omnibus Bill, which had 

the House in a spirit of insincerity, 
came by agreement the regular order 
December 10. It cannot now de dis- 
lodged earlier than the beginning of 
next week, whatever else happens. It 
has, therefore, monopolized the time 
allowed to unfinished business for al- 
most the whole of the short session of 
the Senate. This is the longest con- 
tinuous hold-up in the history of the. 
country. The only two instances that 
can compare with it are the deadlocks } 
over the repeal of the silver-purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman Act, and 
over the Wilson Tariff Bill. The hold- 
up by which the passage of the Force 
bill was prevented in the latter half of 
the Harrison administration, was also 
notable, but the peculiarity of this 
Statehood agony has.been that. the 
majority party of the Senate became 
the minority on this issue.

While there is not much chance of 
the passage of the bill at this session, 
opportunity doubtless exists for the 
suitable settlement of the whole ques- 
tion. Statehood advocates like Rodey 
are ready for a two-State compromise, 
with the proviso thgt Congress may 
set off the Arizona end of one of .the 
States, whenever it reaches a certain 
population, and the congolidated State 
itself votes for division. The present 
parliamentary prospect is that, on a 
point of order, Mr. Quay could not 
muster the full strength of his fol- 
lowing, and so that omnibus rider to 
the postal bill will not prevail.

Even in case they should succeed, 
the Republicans would put through 4 
resvlujion continuing for another year 
the present appropriations.

‘They will send a communication today 
to each of the commercial and indus- 
trial organizations in this city. such as 
the Chamber of Commerce, Merchants’

turers’ and Producers’ Association, and 
kindred bodies, asking them to recom- 
mend Toohey for the place. 

Toohey is at present government in- 
spector of teas in the customs service 
at this port, and has earned the good 
will of the wholesale dealers in that 
line.

LOS ANGELES BANKS. 
FINANCIAL ACTIVITY INCREASED 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.— [Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A statement of the condt- 
tion of all tional banks in Los An- 
geles at the close of business February 
& was made public by the Treasury 
Department today, and it shows a 
sharp increase in financial activity in 
the city since the last report was made, 
November 25. On that date, for in- 
stance, the loans and discounts of Los 


p Angeles banks amounted ta $9,722,000, 


whereas at the close of business Feb- 
ruary 6, they had increased to $11,349,- 
000. The individual deposits, however, 
showed even greater increase, amount- 
ing to $15,246,000, February 6, against 
$11,878,000, November . 

The total resources of all national 
banks in Los Angeles increased from 
$17,430,892, November 25, to $22,066,261, 
February 6. It is a matter of comment 
at the Treasury Department that the 
national banks of Los Angeles are 
showing, on the whole, more substan- 
tial development than are the national 
banks of any city of similar class in 
the United States.

TOBACCO MEN INTERESTED. 


DELAYING THE CUBAN TRBATY. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THD TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} One of the things that is 
delaying the ratification of the Cuban 
reci ity treaty is the opposition of 
the independent tobacco men of the 
United ‘States.

LUKENS DRAFTING BILL.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 20.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. Senator Lukens of Ala- 
moda has been engaged for several 
days in the preparation of a b& which 
he expects to introduce on Monday, 
which will attract much attention. It 
will provide for a State income tax.

The bill is intended to establish a 
cent tax on ail incomes in excess of 
$5000 per annum. What revenue would 
be raised in taxes by the application 
of this tax cun only be guéssed at in 
advance of a trial of the new system, 
but approximations place it in the 

of $250,000 annually. It 
may be more or it may be less, but 
figures’ compiled by university au- 
thorities, such as Prof. Cari Plehn, on 
the inerease of wealth in California, 
which may in a measure be taken as a 
basis of calculation, would indicate 
about this amount. 

Under the proposed Lukens law, the 
collection of the State income tax will 
be placed in the hands of tax collect- 
ors, the assessors to assess the in- 
comes. 

Care is being exercised to make the 
provisions for assessing incomes so 
fiexibie as to meet all conditions which 
may exist in relation thereto. The 
law, if passed without amendment, 
will go into operation during the next 
fiscal year. 

Senator Lukens may, before bring- 
ing tne bill before the Senate, modify 
the rate of the proposed taxation. This, 
however, remains to be determined. 
From the fact that Senator Lukens is 
to father the bill, the belief exists 
that Gov. Pardee looks upon the meas- 
ure with no unfriendly eye. 

Senator Luken says the object is 
gradually to do away with the ad 
valorem tax, which is an uneven one, 
and replace it with a location or in- 
come tax. ‘ 

RESTAURANT INSPECTION. 
ASSEMBLY VOTES FOR IT.

The bill was strongly supported by 
such men as Duniap, Greer, Brown, 
and others, and during the discussion 
it was stated that it the average cus- 
tomer of any of the cheaper restau- 
rants in the State were to make an in- 
spection of the kitchens of such places 
they .could not eat what is cooked 
therein. The bill is designed, so if is 
claimed, not only to give those who 
work in the kitchens and other such 
places sanitary surroundings, but it Is 


also intended to protect the health of | 


the thousands of persons in California 
who, being without permanent homes, 
are obliged to secure their meals at 
public pviaces. 

The bill was immediately sent to the 
Senate, and the indications are that it 
will pass that body. It does not say 
how the proposed inspector will be en- 
abled to inspect all restaurants and 
other such places in the State within 
a year, but it is contended that he 
will be able to inspect a sufficient num- 
ber of them to bring about reforms 
which will more than compensate the

NEW STATE BANK BOARD, 

AMENDMENT TO THE — — 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 20.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An important amendment 
is to be made to the bill now before 
the Senate providing for the creation 
of a new State Board of Bank Com- 
missioners to consist of four members. 
The Committee on Banking will report 
the bill so that it will provide that of 
the board of four members two shall 
serve for two years, and two for four 


the board shall be appointed every 
two years, to hold office for four years. 

The effect of such an amendment is 
manifest. It would prevent a Demo- 
eratic Governor or one worse than a 
Democratic Governor from appointing 
a full board, and have them hold office 
during the entire term of his successor 
in office. It would enable any Governor 
to appoint his own commissioners on 
the board at the end of two years. 

It being conceded for the sake- ot 
illustration that if the proposed bill 
passes, which is not as certain as death 
and taxes, that Gov. Pardee will reap- 
point Barham and Wright, it is to be 
expected that they will be appointed 
for the short term. Thus the last of 
the Gage gang would be out of office 
within two years. 

In the Senate there is not sufficient 
opposition to the appointment of a new 
board to endanger the new bill, but in 
the Assembly a number of the mem- 
ebrs are quietly trying to ling up votes 
to prevent the passage of the bill, thus 
defeating the entire measure. 


COUNTY TREASURERS. 
MORE EXPENSE MONEY.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 20.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Carters bill to increase 
the allowances to be made to county 
treasurers throughout the State to a 
maximum of $200, on the occasion of 
making their annual settlements with 
the State Controller, passed the As- 
sembly today.

PROMISING INDUSTRY. 

The removal of the local mining 
exchange to a new office brings to mind 
the subject of the mineral resources 
of Southern California, concerning 
which comparatively little is known 
on the outside, or even to a majority 
of our own people. Southern Califor- 
nia has been so widety advertised as a 
climatic resort, and a fruit-growing 
section, that many people overlook 
the fact that this is one of the rich 
mining sections of the Unitea States. 
A few weeks ago the San Francisco 
Chronicle gracefully recognized this 
in an article from whieh the follow- 
ing is an extract: 

“The indifference of Southern Call- 
fornians to the mineral wealth lying 
in their mountains and deserts east of 
the. Sierra Madre, from the Tehachepi 
range to the Mexican line, is chiefly 
responsible for the fact that their 
section is not considered abroad to be 


of any special value mineralogically,, 


And yet gold was found in San Fran- 
cisquito Cafion, Los Angeles county, a 
great many years before Marshall 
picked up the nuggets thrown out of 
the tailrace at Sutter's Mill, near 
Coloma, which started the great rush 
of 19 and made California the most 
ettractive gold field the world has 
known in modern times. Besides, gold 
mining has been profitably prosecuted 
in the Julian and Banner districts of 
San Diego county for over forty years, 
and the telegraph has just announced 


ithe discovery of the richest kind of 


gold quartz in the San Jacinto district, 
farther north in Riverside county. 
The fact that the Mojave and Colo- 
rado deserts contain two of the best 
gold producers in the State—ihe Yel- 
low Aster at Randsburg and the 
Golden Cross at Hedges—and that 
other mines there have been ſu the 
nature of record-breakers, has not 
aroused special interest abroad in 
Southern California's mineral re- 
sources, nor has it been used to the 
best advantage by Southern California 
land boomers. Southern California is, 
nevertheless, rich in minerals. It con- 
tains the richest and most extensive 
salt beds in the State, vast deposits 
of niter, rich deposits of tourmaline 
and turquoise, extensive oil meas- 
ures, many gold-bearing ledges, aurif- 
erous gravel deposits; Foal. tin, cop- 
per and a number of other useful 
minerals which invite the attention 
of the capitalist and the miner. The 
interests of the northern and central 
sections of the State will not suffer 


by making this fact known.” 


Los Angeles is the commercial me- 
tropolis of a mining section including 
not only Southern California, from 
Fresno to San Diego, but also the 
rich mining flelds of Arizona, Lower 
California, Sonora, Wesiern Mexico, 
Southern Utah and Nevada. The 
manufacture of machinery and the 
furnishing of supplies for mining 
camps in this section already brings 
a very large amount of money into 
the city, and give employment to a 
large number of people. This indus- 
try will undoubtedly increase rapidly 
from now on. The mining industry 
is an important adjunct to the lines 


Of activity upon which Los Angeles 


depends for support. and should re- 
ceive all possible legitimate encourage- 
ment from our citizens. 

In this connection, The Times would

But the discharge of the conductor does 
not reach the core of the question. The 
fact brought out that, under existing 
rules, engineers are not called upon to 
sign train orders, goes to show that 
the operatives were not alone culpable 
in that most distressful accident, which 
resulted in such a deplorable loss of 
life and property. An amendment to 
the standard rules governing the 
movement of trains by telegraph would 
appear to be strictly in order, and the 
sooner they are amended, the safer 
travel will become on the great ral 
ways of the country. There is always 
time enough to be on the safe side in 
moving trains against each other upon 
single-track railways, even though 
trains reach terminal points somewhat 
behind the schedule. “In case of doubt 
take the safe side,” is a rule that has 
never been improved upon. The rail- 
roads demand this of their employés, 
and the State should demand that the 
same rule apply to the corporations en- 
gaged in the transportation of passen- 
gers by rail, and otherwise. 


Intriguing is going on at Sacramento 
to prevent censure of the warden of 
the penitentiary at San Quentin in con- 
nection with the recent cruelty dis- 
closures. The people of California are 
quietly watching proceedings at the 
State capital, and will brook no wab- 
bling on the part of their representa- 
tives in this matter. Outrages against 
the State and against humanity have 
been committed in both the prisons, 
and the men at the head of those in- 
stitutions are directly responsible there- 
for. The whitewash brush um not 
serve to cover up the wounds made by 
strait-jackets. Let no guilty man es- 
cape. 


The Redding man who nearly killed 
a sleeping mate for snoring had a bet- 
ter excuse for his crime than most 
murderers have. It speaks volumes for 
the patience of humanity that. up te 
this writing, no man or woman has 
been slaughtered in cold bleed for 
snoring in a sleeping car. We doubt 
whether conviction could be obtained 
against any man for using a hatchet 
or other weapon against the fellow 
who tunes up in a Puliman and pro- 
ceeds to murder sleep. 


Of all the woeful list of raliway hor- 
rors of this year of disasters on the 
rail, the one at Newaik, N. J., resul- 
ing in the death and wounding of a 
fumber of High School pupils, is the 
most distressful. In ths instance the 
accident seems to have been unavold- 
able because of elemental conditions, 
but none the less it was shockingly 
pitiful and pathetic. The nations are 
paying richly with human blood for 
modern improvements in -trangporta- 
tion.

John Burke and Frank Metzger 
but Fool Criminals.

Detectives Smith and Dixon Make

The two foolish young dare-devils 
who held up a Pasadena car and robbed 
the passengers on the East Side 
Wednesday night are in the City Jail 
with every prospect of expiating their 
crime with long terms in the peniten- 
tiary. They give their names as John 
Burke, aged about 29, and Frank Metz- 
ger, aged 24. 

There is absolutely no doubt as to the 
identity of the prisoners. They were 
arrested Thursday night after having 
been shadowed all day and on very 
strong evidence that they were the 
guilty men. Yesterday all doubt was 
swept away by their positive itdentifi- 
cation by the motorman, conductor and 
several of the passengers.

To the Roman empire succeeded the 
Papa] monarchy. It was not for mere 
form that the Pope called himself by 
the most ancient name in Europe, 
“Pontifex Maximus.” It denoted in 
symbolic fashion what the Papacy was 
destined to be: it governed the Mid- 
die Ages. “If the Papacy were blotted 
out from the world’s chronicle, tha 
Middie Ages would vanish along with 
it. But modern Europe cannot be de- 
duced, as was thought in the last cen- 
tury dy writers ite Voltaire and 
Montesquicu, from Augustan Rome, 
with no regard for the long transition 
which connects them together. It is 
in this way that the medieval popes 
take their place in the story of the na- 


tions; they continue the Roman his- 
tory; they account in no small 
degree for the institutions under 


which we are living: and their for- 
tunes, so exalted, so unhappy, and not 
seldom so tragical, shape themselves 
into a drama, the scenes of vicissitudes 
of which are as highly romantic as 
they are expressive of one great rul- 
ing idea.” 

In epite of all the corruptiean and 
failure, the ideal aimed at was that 
set forth in Augustine's The City of 
God.” Dealing with a most disputed 
question, our author says that it is in- 
disputable, to say the least, that be- 
fore the year 200, the bishop of Rome 
was recognized everywhere as the suc- 
cessor of St. Peter. and not only head 
of the local church, but In some de- 
gree as presiding over Christiandom. 

Rome took the world ready-made. 
While it gave dogmas in which it was 
inflexible, it was tolerant in discipline. 
The Papal monarchy was bulit. upon 
traditions. The only popes who have 
proven embarrassing to Roman apolo- 
gists were Liberiue, Virgilius and 
Honortus—innovators. There was never 
any danger in holding to what had 
been received. Hence the popes, un- 
Iike the eastern fathers, did not argue: 
they enforced. 

At the festival of Easter in the year 
774 rlema made a pilgrimage to 
R At St. Peter's, Hedrian, the 
then Pope, awaited while his protector 
climbed the staircase on his knees, as 
je still the custom with pilgrims. On 
the Wednesday of that week there was 
enacted a memoria! transaction, which 
made it the birthday, in a real sense, 
of our modern Europe. “Hadrian ex- 
hibited a document, drawn up, it was 
said, at Quercy-sur-Olse tn which. 
under the name and signature of Pepin 
and his two sons. made a present to 
the Pope, not only of the Exarchate 
much enlarged, but of Spolfto, Bene- 
ventum, Tuscany, Corsica, Venetia and 


Istria. In accordance with this more 
than royal donation, we are told, 
(Charles had a new formula com- 
posed, copied and solemnly ratified. 
One document was put into Hadrian's 
keeping; another was left with St. 
Peter in his shrine.” This is the ever- 
memorabie Pepin's Donation. By it 
the Papal monarchy gained a landed 
insignia of ita temporal domain. 
Then follows the history of cen- 
turies of strife. intrigue and corrup- 
tion, giving the Papal monarchy an 
extremely close resemblance to the 
monarchies of the world. It is history 
made interesting, not only by reason 
of its Innate importance, but by the 
excellent manner in =e is told.

THE REFLECTIONS OF AMBROSINE By 
Einer Giyn. Harper 4 Brothers, New York. 
“The Reflections of Ambrosine” is 

a delightful book which in no way 

loses caste by comparison with its pre- 

cecessor, The Visits of Elisabeth: 
and having. made these statements, we’ 
herewith tender an apology 
temerity to those of our esteemed con- 


temporaries who have expressed them- We 


selves as thinking otherwise. The set- 
ting of the story is English, and the 
writer has been compelled to frequent- 
ly assure a somewhat dubious public 
that, in depicting certain phases of 
English life, she has told the truth and 
net hing but the truth; we are under 
the impression, however, that she has 
not by any means told the whole 
truth. If there is one characteristic 
of Elinor Glyn’s work that stands out 
more conspicuously than her original- 
ity and freshness, it is daintiness—a 
quality with which she renders quite 
inoffensive some truths which, it must 
be confessed, would otherwise be alto- 
ether startling. Ambrosine is a mat- 
ter-of-fact young person, who, with the 
ingenuousnets that is not the least of 
her charms, early informs the reader 
that she is quite one of the most 
beautifud girls that ever lived, To 
determine her exact nationality would 
be difficult indeed. Her paternal gran4d- 
mother called herself French but was, 
in reality, part Irish; her grand- 
father was an Englishman; this leaves 
one in doubt as to the sort of blood 
which flowed in her father's veins, | 
but her mother, she assures us, was 

“an American, of one of the first ori- 

ginal families of Virginia.” By the 

death of her mother and the continued 

absence (in parts unknown) of her 

father, Ambrosine is left in the care of 

the grandomther. As this old lady is 

one of the most interesting characters 

in a book whose characters are all in- 
teresting. we introduce her to the 

reader in Ambrosine’s own words: 

““irandmother has had a worrying 

life. She was brought up at the court 

of Charles X-—can one believe it. all 

those years ago!—her family up to 

that time having lived in Ireland since 

the great Revolution. Indeed, her 

mother was Irish, and I think erand- | 
mamma still speaks French with an 
accent. (I hope she will never know | 
I said that.) Her name was Mademol- 

selle de Calincourt, the daughter of 

the Marquis de Calincourt, whose fam- 

ily had owned Calincourt since the 
time of Charlemagne or something be- 
fore that. So it was annoying for 
them to have had their heads chopped 
off and to be obliged to live in Dublin 
on nothing a year. The grandmother 
of grandmamma, Ambrosine Eustasie 
de Calincourt,.after whom I am called. 
was a famous character. She was so 
good-looking that Robespierre offered 
to let her retain her head if she would 
give lim a kiss, but she preferred to 
drive to the gulllotine in the cart with 
her friends, only she took a rose to 
keep off the smell of the common peo- 
ple, and, they say, ran up the steps 
smiling. Grandmamma has her min- 
lature, and it is, she says, exactly like 
me.“ As the interest of the book lies 
not in its plot, but in the inimitable 
manner of its telling, to state some of 
the facts connected with it should not 
detract from the pleasure to be got 
by reading it. Ambrosine and her 
grandmother are in straitened circum- 
stances; and when the latter discovers 
that her death Is a question of a few 
weeks at most, solicitude for the fu- 
ture welfare of her granddaughter 
impels her to force the beautiful, 
aristocratic Ambrosine into marriage 
with a man of immense wealth, ques- 
tlonable birth and vulgar habits. Thus 
it happens that it is with Ambrosine's 
refiections after marriage, that the 
book mainly deals; and it is after this 
marriage to a man whom she loathes, 
that she and a kinsman, who is by 
birth her equal, come to love each other. 
It is a love with honor, however, for in 
spite of the pernicious example of those 
by whom she is surrounded, the glitter 
of Ambrosine’s loveliness is produced 
by the pure gold within. She comes 
out of her flery ordeal unscathed, and 
the book ends as it should—which is 
quite enough to say. That the grand- 
mother passes so early from the pages 
of the story, is a fuct to be regretted, 
for though somewhat worldly-minded, 
she is a philosopher and a disciplinarian 


par excellence. One scene between her 


and her granddaughter will serve as an 
itiustration of her theories and meth- 
ods, and to those who read between 
the lines will be worth the price of the 
whole book.

POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS 
TO DERIVE BENEFIT.

Mayor Snyder Declares That the Com- 
missions Appointed by Him Will not 
Take Advantage of Technical Error 
in Draft, of the Charter Amendments. 


Despite technical omissions in the 
charter amendment, civil-sérvice rules 
‘will govern in the selection of men for 
police and fire duty. 

Mayor Snyder has said it. 

When it was discovered that the civil- 
gervice regulations had been Eropped 
by mistake from the amendments af- 
fecting these departments, the firemen 
and policemen began an energetic cam- 
baten to defeat those sections of the 
“Proposed charter. Their opposition was 
without avail, and the amendments 
were approve dby a large majority. 

Pui Mayor Snyder. says that the 
commissions appointed by him will not 
take advantage of the technical omis- 
sion in the charter to troduce the 
polls system. On the cofitrary, civil- 
service rules will apply in both depart- 
ments. 

“While the Police and Fire commis- 
sions are not legally bound to observe 
the civil-service provisions, neverthe- 
less they are morally bound so to do,” 
aid Mayor Snyder yesterday. It was 
the obvious intention of the charter 
framers to make the civil-service rules 
apply. and doubtless many voters ap- 
proved the amendments believing that 
the police and fire departments wouid 
be piaced under civil service. 

“Now as a matter of fact the police 
and fire departments have been under 
civil service for quite a long time, and 


there could be no g00d reason for 


changing the order of things at this 
time. 


“I favor the adoption of a resolution 
Geciaring our intention to work in full 
accord with the civil-service rules. 
Such a resolution will probably be in- 
troduced very soon. 


If the commissions carry out the plan 


of Mayor Snyder, as they doubtless will, 
all applicants for positions on the po- 
lice and fire forces will have to under- 

am examination before the Civil 


vice Commission, and be recom- 
mended by that body for appointment.. 
This will relieve the Police and Fire 
commissioners of much pulling and haul- 
ing over patronage questions, and it is 
understood that all of the commission- 


ern personally favor such a plan. 


Police Commissioner Keeney stated 
yesterday that he believes in the pas- 
sage of such a resolution, and knows 
of no reason why the police department 


may not be conducted as pr 


OPPOSE FRANCHISE. 
WILL TRY REFERENDUM. 


“You can just put it down that the 
third-rail franchise on Main street will 
not be in operation inside of eight 
months, and that no more franchises 
will be granted right away,” declared 
F. J. Ganahl at the session of the 
Board of Public Works yesterday aft- 
ernoon. “We are going to get trans- 


fers, or know the reason why.” 


For over two years Mr. Ganahl has 
been fighting to force the Pasadena line 
to exchange tranefers with the local 
trolley line. Many citizens living in 
the First Ward complain bitterly be- 
cause they are not granted the trans- 
fer privilege, and in the direct legis- 
lation amendment to the charter they 
think they see a way of forcing the 


street railway companies to give in. 


“We will try the referendum,” de- 
clared Mr. Ganahl later. “The High- 
land Park Improvement Association 
has taken the lead in the matter, and 
fs asking! the coUperation of all the 
other improvement associations in the 
city. We have received much en- 
couraagecment already, and anticipate no 
trouble whatever in securing the peti- 
tien necessary to bring the franchise

FIRST HYDRAULIC MINER DEAD. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—a.M) 

NEVADA CITY, Feb. 20.—E. D. Mat- 
teson, the first man to introduce hy- 
Graue mining in California, died at 
the County Hospital yesterday, aged 80 
years. In April, 1853, Matteson and his 
gartners, while working a placer claim 
at American Hill, in this county, rigged 
up a hose, attached a nozzle to the end, 
and directing it against a gravel bank, 
found that a smell stream of water 
would do the labor of a hundred men 
in excavating the ground. Soon after 
hydraulic mining came into general 
use throughout the county, and tne 
noise of the old monitors continued 
until a few years ago, when legislation 
put a stop to the industry. Meantime 
nearly 500, 00% % in gold had been 
siuiced from the virgin hills of Ne- 
vada county. Hundreds of people were 
made indepencently rich, but Matteson 
was generous with his money, and he 
died as he lived, respected and loved, 
but penniless. 

A few days ago the local lodge of 
Native Sons of the Golden West 
took the matter up, intending 
to assist the old man during 
his last days, and action was to have 
been taken this week.

The fact was brought out that most 
cases of tuberculosis are developed in 
childhood and it was pointed out 
that parents afflicted with the disease 
should be very careful about the dis- 
posal of their sputum. The theory that. 
consumption is hereditary was scouted 
by all the speakers, but the danger of 
parents transmitting the disease to 
their children by unsanitary methods 
was dwelt upon. 

It was recommended that in case of 
death. carpets, bedding, etc., in apart- 
ments occupied by deceased tubercular 

tients should be burned, boiled or 

ked, in order to prevent the living 
germs from being inhaled by children 
or adults occupying the apartments 
afterward. 

Dr. Cole stated that many children 
contracted consumption by crawling 
or playing on carpets infected with 
the bacilli of tuberculosis. He also 
said that the germs were often pre- 
served in books. 

Dr. Cobb of the Marine Hospital 
Service, who is reputed to be one of 
the best tuberculosis specialists in the 
country, took issue with Drs. Pottin-

Here is a list of the things that we 
find in love and only love can give 
them.

61) Patience. “Love suffereth long 
Every one will have hie patience tested 
by the faults of others, by his own 
surroundings, by the kind providenres 
of God. Lave to God will make us wait, 
and love to man will make us 
sympathetic with them, in spite of 
faults. (2 Kindness. It is of the 
very epirit of love to be kind. One 
need not try to please, but to impart 
pleasure. He may easily overlook this 
in his busy life, but love steadily 
prompts him to do kindnesses. He will 
do good, rather than harm; do good 
rather than nothing. Love will make 
one aggressive in his kindness, (3. 
Generosity. For “love envieth not.” It 
means that one is glad to see the 
prosperity of another, and enters into 
the enjoyment of it. One may rightly 
desire to have advantages that others 
have, but envy would like to have 
them at that others’ expense. 4.) 
Humility. “Love vaunteth ‘not itself, 
is not puffed up.“ One's love never 
prompts him to make a boast of his 
love. It sobers and tempers him. He 
will not blow his trumpet. It does not 
make him conceited. Concelt kills love 
and becomes mere self-importance. The 
man of loving heart is not the one 
who struts and boasts and swelie with 
vanity. 6.) Courtesy—‘‘doth not be- 
have itself unseemly.” The courteous 
man is the one who knows how to be- 
have at court. We are always in the 
midst of couprtiers—the angels and the 
children of our King. Love makes one 
kingly. even though he be ignorant of 


Mr. Drummond 
says, “Courtesy is said to be love in 
little things.

Here is a test of love, for 
unless love is deep, it will demand 
more of others than of its possessor, 
and that makes it more weak and shal- 
low still. It is often thought that bad 
temper is not a vice, but a simple in- 
firmity. As Prof. Drummond says, it 
is the vice of the virtuous, and it is 
base in its nature, and blighting and 
basting in its effects on others in 
every relationship. True love makes 
one good-tempered. 
(8.) Guilelessness—“‘thinketh no evil,” 
Love puts the very best construction 
on the actions of others. It refuses to 
see a bad motive when it can find a 


good one. It does not cherish bitter 
recollections of others. (9.) Sin- 
cerity— rejoiceth not in iniquity du 


rejoiceth in the truth.” It never can 
do injustice to another because it loves 
that other, and on the other hand, it 
always has special joy In what is true. 
It enters iro the fey of truth and re- 
inforces truth. Verse 7 reiterates whut 
is said in other ways about its pa- 
tience and what is implied about its 
confidence and its hope. Love always 
trusts and hopes.
